Worthwhile improvements were made in many 
departments through the innovation of additional 
and better equipment. Much has heen accom- 
plished during the past year in the way of con- 
struction of permanent roads in our City. 

Ill the School Department, advances have been 
made in adjusting the school to the needs of the 
child and in developing a better understanding of 
children. The School plant shows a steady im- 
provement, both in added facilities and in general 
care and upkeep of buildings. 

While detailed data in considerable volume has 
been eliminated from various departmental reports 
as herein puhlished, the facts omitted are on file at 
the office of the City Clerk and may be examined 
there.

Rutland's annals begin on the 30th day of September, ]769, 
when the first white settler came into this valley with his wife 
and eleven children and settled among the Caugnawaga Indians 
near the falls at Center Rutland. 

This was the beginning of history, then, by white men, in this 
valley, though the land in the valley had been bought and sold 
in speculation for years before this date. 

The charter for the town of Rutland was granted on the 
7th of September, 1761, by Col. Josiah Williard of Winchester, 
N. H., to Mr. James Murray, one of the principal citizens of 
Rutland, Mass., and he is supposed to be the man who named 
our city, though records state that he never saw any portion of 
this valley. 

The first meeting called to organize a town government con- 
vened on the second Tuesday of October 1770, and continued to 
operate as a town until November 19, 1892. 

n April 1, 1893, the late John A. Mead was inaugurated as 
the first Mayor of the Cityjof Rutland. 

At that time, 2,634 Polls were listed, Grand List $82,852.74, 
Tax Rate $1.25.

MAYOR'S MESSAGE 
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The Bonded Indebtedness of Ihe City is -1968,000 with a total 
of $) 88,852.47 in the Sinking Fund. Tins leaves a Net lndebte< l- 
ness of 8779, 147.53 which is approximately six times the Grand 
List of the City. 

The maximum tax rate that can be assessed for any one year 
under our ( tharter regulations is $3.70, including $1.30 for schools. 
It was necessary in 1930, t«> assess an additional 75c? to pay 
off deficit incurred in 1938. In the year 1039, deficit was 
incurred of §88,912,54 which will make it necessary to assess an 
additional tax in 1940 of 65c to jiay off the 1939 deficit. In 
preparing and submitting the budget for the year 1940 to the 
Board of Aldermen, I insist ed that each department cut expenses 
h> the very minimum, with the result that the budget as adopted 
for 1940 is considerably under that of the years 1938 and 1939. 
There are, of course, many activities to which we are accustomed 
that are impossible, to curtail. 

During the year of 1939, I regret to say, we suffered the loss 
through death of several faithful and trusted City Officials. I 
refer to the late City Treasurer, Horace A. Colburn, Overseers 
John D. Haugh and Wclford H. Handley, and City Assessor 
Samuel L. Huffmire. 

The retirement of City Clerk Harry B. Whittier, because of 
ill health, — a man who had served all interests of the City faith- 
fully for a period of forty-six years, and the resignation of Mr. 
Edward L. Tracy — who made a notable record as Commissioner 
of Public Works — occurred during the year 1939. 

I have devoted my entire time to the duties of the office of 
Mayor, 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Rutland Herald and 
all others who have assisted in any way in the furnishing of jjhotos 
or data in connection with this, your annual report. Detailed 
accounts of the activities of the respective departments are 
included in tliis report, and. in the publication of which, consid- 
eration has been given to the fact that the average citizen is not 
an expert, in city affairs and that technical and involved problems 
must be translated into words and ideas that the busy taxpayer 
can readily understand. Financial data arc. among the most 
important subjects of any municipal report and w r e trust the 
section of this report detailing City finances is clear and under- 
standable. 

I also wish to thank the members of the Board of Aldermen, 
all City Officials and each and every City employee, for the co- 
operation and assistance given me during my uine months in 
office.

ADMINISTRATION 



The business of the City of Rutland is supervised and directed 
by various elective and appointive officials, whose duties and 
powers are generally defined in the City Charter and Ordinances. 

CITY COUNCIL 

The City Council is composed of the Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen, in their joint capacity. The administration of all 
fiscal, prudential and municipal affairs of the City is primarily 
vested in the Mayor and the Board. The Council is also the 
legislative body of this municipality and is empowered to enact 
a great variety of laws, which are effective within the City limits. 
These laws are designated as City Ordinances. 

THE MAYOR 

Term of Office - elected for two years. 

Salary, $1500.00 annually. 

The Mayor is the chief executive officer of this City. 
It is his duty to see that the duties of all subordinate 
officers are faithfully performed. He must also use his best 
efforts to compel the. performance of the laws and City Ordinances. 

The Mayor does not preside over or sit with the Board of 
Aldermen, but, in general, the actions of the Board of Aldermen 
require his approval. 

THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
Term of Office — two years. 

The Board of Aldermen is composed of eleven Aldermen, 
elected at large from among the legal voters of the City. 

The duties of the Board are mainly legislative and executive, 
and cover a wide variety of subjects. Contrary to popular 
impression, a considerable amount of time is required, 
apart from meetings, to study, investigate and consider 
various matters connected with the City's business, and 
particularly as it relates to individuals within the City. 

The Board regularly meets the first and third Monday in each 
month. Occasionally these meetings are adjourned, and special 
meetings may be and are, infrequently called. During 1939 there 
were twenty-four regular and five special meetings. 
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BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS 

Term of Office- three years. 

The Public School- flf tin; City of Rutland arc under the con- 
trol of the Board of School Commissioners, consisting of eleven 
members, elected at large from among the legal voters of the 
City, and the management and supervision of the Superintendent 
of School, appointed by the Board of School Commissioners. 
The School Commissioners are empowered to expend whatever 
portion of the tax is authorized bv ihe taxpayers for school pur- 
poses. The Mayor or Board of Aldermen have no voice or con- 
trol over these expenditures. The present rate authorized for 
school purposes is .11.30 on the Grand List. 

CITY CLERK 
Term of Office -appointed annually. 

Annual salaries of City Clerk, two full time assistants and 

one part time assistant, $5665.00. 

The office of Clerk is one ,,( I lie most important in the 
Cities and towns of this Si ale. The Clerk's duties are almost 
inconceivably varied and are specified, not only by the City 
Charter and Ordinances, Km ;dso by a great number of Stale 
statutes. 

The City Clerk of Rutland performs tin 1 duiies of elerk and 
secretary to the Board of Aldermen, Board of Civil Authority 
Board uf Assessors, Board for ihe Abatement of Taxes, Board of 
Finance, Board of Public Health and Board of Control Com- 
nii^ioners. He must not only make up the records of these 
Boards, bttt must keep and have them available 

The City Clerk is the custodian of the public records 
papers and documents of this City, and of the Old Town 
of Rutland, prior to the time the City was organized 
tn 1893. 

Vital Statistics are filed iU id documents pertaining to real 
estate and personal property transactions are recorded in the 
clerks office. All City licenses, including dog and beverage 
licenses are issued through this office. 

The grand list is compiled and real estate, personal and poll 
taxes are computed in I his office. Cheeks are drawn by the clerk, 
lor the approval of the Board of Finance, covering bills for depart- 
ments exclusive of the department of schools and the eharitv 
department. 

The City Clerk is charged with the complete conduct and super- 
vision of elections (preparation of check lists, etc.). Three elec- 
tions will be held in 1940, the annual city election, primary and 
general elections. 
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The volume of work, and the variety of duties performed in 
the Clerk's office has been continually increasing, ft has recently 
been greatly augmented by reason of the passage of the social 
security and old age pension laws, which require detailed records 
of vital statistics from individuals. 

PURCHASING AGENT 

Appointed annually by City Council. 

All orders for materials and supplies for Ihe City, including 
WPA materials and school supplies, are placed through the Pur- 
chasing Agent, on requisition from the various deport mental 
heads. The duties of the Purchasing Agent were combined 
with the duties of the City Clerk in April of this year. The pol- 
icy of the Purchasing Agent is to favor local merchants whenever 
they can equal the products, prices andservices of other competitors. 
A card record system has been installed showing unit prices and 
from whom all purchases are made. Purchases for the Charity 
Department are made by the Overseer of the Poor. 

CITY TREASURER 
Term of Office — elected annually. 

Employees — 3 Total yearly salaries, $6060.00. 

The City Treasurer receives and disburses the bulk of City 
funds, and keeps a careful and minutely detailed account of all 
such receipts and disbursements. II is also his duty to allocate 
each expenditure to the proper appropriation therefor, to see 
that appropriations are not. exceeded and to disburse no money 
without proper authority. 

This year, by vote of the citizens, the collection of poll and 
property taxes was separated, polls being collected during the 
month of July and property taxes during the period from Sep- 
tember 1st lot letober 10th. 

All water assessments are computed and sent out from this 
office. 

During 1939, $450, 000, 00 was borrowed in anticipation of tax 
receipts at an average interest rate of slightly more than }( of 
\%. This is the lowest rate the city has ever been able to 
obtain. The total cost of these loans, including certifica- 
tion and legal opinion, was $1,418.53. 

The city floated two bond issues during the year, one of $25,- 
000.00 for sidewalk and curb construction and one of $50,000.00 
for the building of concrete roads. These were sold at par 
plus $405.00 at the interest rate of 1 '•;/ . , the lowest rate 
ever paid by the city for long term obligations. 
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Despite the deficits which have resulted during the past few 
years, principally because of relief costs, the city has never 
defaulted on the payment of interest or principal of any of its 
obligations, and this is reflected in the very favorable interest 
rates which we have been able to obtain.

CITY ATTORNEY 
Employees — 1 part time. Annual salary- $1800.00. 

Appointed annually by the Council, the Citv Attorney acts as 
legal adviser to the City, performing primarily services for other 
depart merits requiring legal service and advice. He defends anv 
suits brought against the City. 

ASSESSORS 
Each elected for three year period. 

Employees— 3 part time. Salary in 1939, $500.00 each.

ADMINISTRATION 
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AUDITORS 

Three members. Salary $100.00 each per annum. 

The Auditors are appointed by the City Council fur a term of 
one year each. Their duties consist of auditing the accounts of all 
city offices at the close of each financial year, at the expiration 
of the term of office of any City ( Ifficer, or at any other time when 
required by the City Conned. They are assisted in the annual 
Em (fit by a professional Auditor who is appointed by the Board of 
Aldermen. (Auditors' report appears elsewhere in this report.) 



SINKING FUND COMMISSIONERS 

Three members. Combined Salaries $150.00. 

The Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners are appointed by 
the City Council for a three year term. They have control of 
all sinking funds established for the redemption of Bonds or 
Notes. i Report of Sinking Fund Commissioners appears 
elsewhere in this report.) 



BONDED DEBT 

Net Bonded Debt, as of December 31, 1939 (Less Sinking 
Fund Accumulation) was $779,147.53, equal to six times the 
present Graud List. Under Section 3609 of the Public Laws, a 
City or Town can bond to the extent of ten times the Grand List, 
which in the City of Rutland would make the bonding limit 
$1,327,797.00 

The Net Bonded Debt as of December 31, 1935 totaled $965,- 
751.16. Thus our debt lias decreased approximately $187,- 
000.00 in the past five years despite the issuance of §100,- 
000.00 in new bonds during fhat tune. Contrary to the general 
tendency in towns ami cities to increase their Bonded Indebted- 
ness during the depression, Rutland owes $42,000.00 less in 
Bonds than it did in 1929. (Detailed statement of Bonds out- 
standing, when payable, etc., appears elsewhere in this report.) 
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TAX COLLECTIONS 

The Collection of Del nquent Taxes amounted to $26,- 
952.76, an increase of 35' , over previous year. Total Com- 
mittment Tor 1939, $614,504.74. Of this amount $580,98487 was 
paid to Treasurer, and $35,628.93— (including penalties) was 
turned over to Collector. Delinquent taxes outstanding as 
of December 31st, 1939, totaled $91,888.28. Detailed state- 
ment showing delinquent taxes due by years appears elsewhere 
in this report. 

STREET LIGHTING 

Total cost 1939- $18,382.04. 

Effective January 1st, 1940, a new contract was entered into 
with the Centra] Vermont Public Service Corporation — foraperiod 
of one year- covering Street Lighting and the lighting of all 
public buildings including schools. At the close of year 1939, 
there were in operation 129 Ornamental 401) CP lights and 30 
250 CP lights in the business district, and 518 100 CPlights through- 
out the City. The power company installs, maintains and owns 
all ornamental posts, poles, light bulbs, etc. The rates in the 
new contract will effect a saving of approximately $2300.00 
per year over those previously in effect for the same 
number of lights.

BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS 

TEACHERS 82 NET COST $198,560.23 

Total Employees 100 

To the Mayor, City Council and Citizens of the City of Rutland : 

The Board of School Commissioners reports that the 
cost of operating the schools this year is higher than 
anticipated owing largely to factors over which we had 
no control. We were required by the Fire Marshal to provide 
additional fire resisting stair wells and exits at the Kingsley and 
Longfellow Schools as a measure of further protection for the 
eliildren. These two items, including other additional expense 
occasioned by the fire at the Kingsley School, cost 16,673.33. 
The net cost to the City was $3,818.33 because $2,855 was receiv- 
ed for insurance on the Kingsley School. While we. regret the 
expenditure, every one will feel that it was justified by the need 
of further protecting our children. 

For several years our cost has been rising because salaries 
of teachers have been increased and the cost of fuel and 
light has advanced. In 1930 the average salary paid all 
teachers was $1,422, in 1939 this had increased to $1,632 
or an increase of $210 per teacher. The total increase in 
cost for the 82 teachers now employed is $17,220 per year. 
This situation indicates that the salaries were too low in 
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1930 and holds a promise of better teachers for the children 
of Rutland tomorrow. The increase, about 30%, in the 
cost of fuel and light is accounted for by a gradual increase 
in the cost of buckwheat coal owing, probably, to increased 
demand for it and to the fact that all school rooms are 
provided with much more and better light than was the 
case in 1930. The most difficult problem we have for the 
near future is to decrease the cost of operating the schools 
somewhat in harmony with the decrease in school regis- 
tration. The number of pupils in the elementary school has 
been decreasing all over the country during the past ten or more 
years and in Rutland we have 300 less than were enrolled five 
years ago. The number of teachers could be reduced by five or 
six and still have classes small enough to insure good results. 
Up to date the decrease in registration has been mostly in grades 
one to eight with little change at the high school. Owing to 
the large area of Rutland in relation to the population, consoli- 
dation in the elementary schools is difficult because young child- 
ren cannot be asked to travel far. We may be able to combine 
three grades into two classes in one or two schools next year but 
this will not save much. 

The fact of the case is that wc could close a school building, 
transfer all of the children, transporting some of them, to other 
buildings, and save the salary of one janitor, $] ,000, and the 
cost of fuel, light and upkeep, about $1,000; an ultimate saving 
of nearly 36,000 a year. We hesitate to close another build- 
ing because the elementary schools have been in operation 
in the various neighborhoods so long that people are, 
fortunately, very much attached to them. All the school 
buildings are high grade structures in good condition making it 
still more difficult to close one even though it could be used for 
some other city purpose. We are reasonably certain that there 
will be a further decrease in school registration next fall so that 
consolidation, now overdue, will be quite imperative. 

The schools of Rutland are conducted with two major objec- 
tives in mind, the welfare of our children and the interest of the 
taxpayer. The schools, we believe, have merited the confidence 
you have shown.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

To the Board of School Commissi oners, the Mayor, the Board of 
A Wurmen, and the Citizens of the City of Rutland* 

One of the principal obligations of society to children 
and youth is to arrange affairs so that each child will have 
a chance to develop all the valuable qualities which are 
possible for him. This process may be describable as self 
realization. It is, of course, to be understood that self realiza- 
tion must of necessity be in a soei actuation and that the develop- 
ing self must bring itself into harmonious relations with other 
people and with the physical environment. 

In our coimtry all men have equality of opportunity and equal- 
ity before the law but no two men are bom equal in talent to 
do this 01' to do that. In any family of two or more children we 
find a wide variety of interest, of academic talent, of physical 
prowess, and of capacity to appreciate the true and beautiful. 
But we must remember that every normal child has potential 
capacity to develop in numerous directions. One of the principal 
purposes of education is to make a high type of self realization 
possible. To do this, it is necessary to consider a great, many 
factors about the child's social, economic, and heriditary back- 
ground. The child is a complex being swayed by emotions, 
carried along by mass psychology and limited or broadened by 
the beliefs, mode of life, and the behavior of his family. 

A generation or two ago when life was regarded as simple and 
the child an open book, the complex factors which make a child 
what he is were unknown or disregarded. It appeared possible 
to determine just what niche in life a given child was to occupy, 
to know just what subjects of study would get him there and to 
know in exact measure his school standing. This "Jehovah 
complex" on the part of teachers ministered to their own vanity 
and often to the. vanity of the parent but it left out of considera- 
tion many of the fundamental factors of life. We now approach 
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the child much as Moses did the burning bush, in humility and 
with a prayer for understanding. 

If self realization with all its implications for the progress of 
the race, for happiness, and for the safety of the state is to be 
achieved, we must give up the idea of mass education and think of 
each child as an individual with unique qualities for the success 
of his life. The teacher must be a teacher of children and 
not a teacher of subjects. The home, the church, the 
school, and many other agencies must assume some res- 
ponsibility for the understanding of the child as a unique 
personality and provide the conditions necessary to bring 
out all the latent qualities of social or personal value he 
possesses. The principal trouble at the present time is 
the lack of correlation between these various agencies and 
a lack of realization on the part of the public of the import- 
ance of a full understanding of the child. The public 
schools of Rutland are making an effort to modify tradi- 
tional procedure so that each child shall receive individual 
attention. 

In the elementary school the new goal system takes into account 
the growth of the child in relation to where he stood a month 
ago or a year ago. He imi lunger 1ms t he hil.se impression liiel he 
is superior because of being at the head of the class nor the dis- 
couraging experience of being at the foot of the class. He has 
entered a cooperative society of equal and friendly people where 
he works at his own best rate of speed and where he is not hur- 
ried or held back by others. Where the teacher has grasped the 
significance of this new deal for children, the class room situation 
is very different from the traditional, artificial, mid uninviting 
place. The teacher is the leader still but is more a fellow 
worker, urging, inviting, stimulating, and aiding children 
as they need it. Much of the old formality is gone but the 
degree of regimentation necessary in a democratic society is 
retained. 

In the two upper schools, self realization is made more certain 
by numerous activities that appeal to individuals, by understand- 
ing of individual differences, and by a definite guidance program. 
Since self realization depends to a large degree upon the variety 
of experiences possible for each individual, we are fortunate to 
have a school program for our older pupils which makes possible 
a rich and varied experience. Self realization demands that 
each individual excel in something so our varied activities 
increases the chances of growth. 

Our guidance program is too new to make any very definite 
claims about its value as a help in self realization. We have great

LIBRARIAN 

City's appropriation— $6,500.00 

To I Ik- Honorable City Council: 

The Rutland Free Library was organized February 20, 1886, 
and was first located in an up-stairs room at 23 Merchants 
Row. In March 1889 an invitation was received to occupy 
the lower floor of the Memorial Hall, where it remained 
for 42 years. 

In December 1 930, the Government took over this site for a 
new Post Office. In exchange for this, the City acquired 
the old Post Office building on Court Street for the library. 

While this building was being m-modeled flic library was 
housed in one room in the Longfellow School building, with 
nearly all hooks in storage. In 1935 our present building was 
completed and the books were moved here in August of 
that year. 

Few can visualize the sueecssful Iransforniiug of a post office 
into a library, but this was accomplished. We now have a 
beautiful library with pleasant rooms for reading, administra- 
tion, periodicals, Vermont material, also a large auditorium and 
a Junior room. 
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The total number of books loaned during 1939 was 
107,861. This is the first time in the history of the Library 
that the circulation has reached 100,000. 

The Outdoor Reading Room has beeu well patronized for 
summer reading, and we hope to improve the grounds Mother 
year. 

A new project for 1940 will be the opening of the Library 
Sunday afternoons from 2 until 5:30, 

During the year 1939 there has been a Librarian in charge of 
the Junior Room. Tins Librarian arts as a reader's advisor, 
assists with reference work and conducts a Story Hour every 
Saturday during the school year. 

A School Library Council was formed. This group is composed 
of students from each 4th, 5th, and 6t.li grades in the City, and 
meets once a month. They bring requests from the teachers in 
their respective schools and the Librarian supplies suitable 
material. 

The course iri the use of the Public Library was given to the 
tith grade pupils of Meldon School. 

The total circulation from the Junior Room for 193!) was 28,892. 

Art exhibits are held in the Auditorium by various groups. 
The Mid-Vermont Artists held an exhibition in November, when 
55 artists were represented by paintings in oil) water color, and 
black and white. 

A class in Music Appreciation lias been sponsored by the Art 
Committee. This course consists of a series of 20 lectures given 
by Mr. Paul Pelton, supervisor of the Vermont Music Project. 

The Rutland Regional Library has its headquarters in this 
building. Books are made available to people in the South- 
western district of Vermont from the Book Wagon. 

Many gifts from friends have been received. Such gifts 
are greatly appreciated as this tends toward closer co- 
operation between the library and the reading public.

% The year of 1939 marked the successful completion of the Street 
Improvement program.

The report of the Water Department is written in elementary 
language for the benefit of the school children of the city who 
periodically besiege the office for information of this type to 
fulfill assignments for their eLasses in Social Science. 

Numerous sewer projects and the coucrete walk-curb-gutter 
project were operated under the auspices of the Work Project 
Administration. A splendid spirit of cooperation in the handling 
of all routine on these projects has been accorded to the city 
by Mr. H. N. Baker, State Administrator of the Work Project 
A ihnini strfltion and Mr. R. E, Cruickshank, Director of Opera- 
tions. 

1 wish to express my thanks and appreciation to His Honor 
the Mayor and the Honorable Board of Aldermen for their 
courteous and thoughtful solutions of the many problems of my 
department. I appreciate the many aids rendered by other City 
Officials and members of their respective staffs. The support 
and cooperation of interested citizens and taxpayers has been 
most gratifying; their constructive criticism proving to be a 
valuable source of information for the future planning of much- 
needed Civic improvements.

Employees — 45 full time 



Gross cost - $108,907.95 



The Department, of Public.; Works is divided into five 
separate departments, namely: Streets, Sewers, Sidewalks, 
General, and Water. All departments are under the super- 
vision of a Commissioner of Public Works assisted by a 
Superintendent of Water and a General Foreman. 

The administrative staff of the department is composed 
of 1 full time employees; an assistant engineer, a secretary, 
a cost accountant and a clerk. The work of the staff has 
been enormous since the inception of Work Relief Projects 
us the department has had the direct control of expending 
thousands of dollars of Federal funds. 

The permanent employees within the department earn 
approximately $66,000,00 annually working on a straight- 
time basis. Emergency labor necessitating "over-time" 
pay plus the required services of additional employees for 
specialized or seasonal work involving the cutting and 
spraying of trees, snow removal and the labor cost of mech- 
anics on equipment repairs, increases the annual pay- 
roll to approximately $71,500.00 or by 8 1/3%. 
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STREET DEPARTMENT 

Appropriation— $43,805.94 Expense -$56,422,79 

Departmental income -$13,195.19 

Net cost— $53,714.39 

The Street Department is the largest department em- 
braced in the Department of Public Works, The law pro- 
vides that this department shall annually receive 20-eonts 
on the dollar of the Grand List to be used for liigliway Finance 
purposes. The 1939 Grand List netted 526,555.9} for the 
department and an additional grant of 117.2,50.00 was 
approved at the time of the annual budget appropriations.

The surface treat m en t program for the year was the 
largest ever to have been undertaken during the lifetime of 
the City The cost of this work was $15,846.07 as com- 
pared with $13,572,00 expended in 1938. There are two 
contributing factors responsible for the repeatedly larger 
annual expenditure for this type of work. The concrete 
curb and gutter program instituted in 193o necessitates 
the widening of the traveled way in most instances with 
a consequent greater square yardage to he oiled or tarred. 
The tendency of our citizens to build upon out-lying 
streets has also proved a problem in maintenance that can 
only be solved by the graveling of the street and the appli- 
cation of either tar or asphalt.

Improve- T ) ie cost f this work was §968.50 of which amount our 
ment District Highway Commissioner, Mr. Earle R- Welch was 

instrumental in having the State of Vermont con- 
State Aid tribute $600. 00. These shoulders were m very bad con- 
dition as are also the West Street shoulders from Columbian 
Avenue to the City limits. It is planned to widen this 
section of our highway system during the coming season. 
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Snow plowing, removal and sanding cost the depart- 
ment $8,139.13 during 1939 as compared with $5,541.98 
for the preceding year. Due to the heavier snowfall 
and greater number of storms during the early months of 
1989 the cost of snow removal was greater than during any 
other recent year. The sanding of icy streets and walks is 
obviously a public service that cannot be curtailed. 
The yearly increase in the number of motor vehicles in 
operation is reflected in the increased cost of sanding opera- 
tions. The realization that the application of a small 
amount of sand might be instrumental in the saving of a 
life keeps the department ever alert to its responsibilities 
during the winter months.

A safety campaign was instituted during the fall of 1939 
whereby many driving hazards were removed from the 
city streets at a nominal cost. The interest of our citizens, 
and public work employees, together with the whole- 
hearted cooperation of our local public utility companies 
in moving dangerous poles at street intersections, made this 
undertaking a decided success. It is hoped that more 
constructive ideas will be forthcoming from the 
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public that this phase of our work may continue durin: 
1940. 

Two new trucks complete with one-way trip snowplows 
were purchased during the year at a cost of S3, -556. 50. The 
advisability of making annual exchanges of obsolete equip- 
ment for a more modern type has been conclusively proven 
by the efficiency of these trucks. The operating costs of 
the new trucks for a period of 9 months totaled $695.28 
as compared to a cost of $685.77 for operation of the two 
discarded trucks for a period of 3 months. It is an 
established policy of the Street department to paint all 
equipment during the winter months. The City has bene- 
fited by receiving maximum trade-in allowances and 
has received many compliments from outside sources on 
the generally fine appearance of our fleet. 

A new sand spreader, two new snowplows, an electric 
welding outfit for the blacksmith shop and a used car for 
the use of the engineering department were purchased 
during the year. 

Norton Place was extended a distance of 75 feet to accom- 
modate a new house. Avenue A and portions of East 
Washington and Lafayette Streets were widened to allow 
for parking space and to facilitate winter snowplowing.

Permanent 
employees of the Public Works Department built the 
various man-ho es made necessary by the construction of 
mams under W. P. A. auspices.

J he General Department is required to take care of all 
bridge and culvert repairs; repair and replace guard rails 
trim dead trees and obstructing branches, spray trees ereJt 
and maintain street directional markers and maintam'parks 
and dumps. e 

The maintenance of bridges, culverts and guard rails 
was done at an expense of S405.66 for the year The Citv 
is fortunate m having good bridges with the single exception 
oi 76 Bndge on Grove Street. This bridge had the 
boarding removed from the sides by teamsters many years 
ago in order that the snow might blow in between the lat-

ticed chords on to the bridge flooring. The bottom ends 
of these chords have decayed at the point where they are 
pegged to the lower, or floor supporting, plates. This decay 
is the result of the continued wetting and drying out 
process to which the bridge has been subjected due to the 
unprotected sides. It is apparent that either extensive' 
repairs or the construction of a new bridge is imperative. 

135 street name signs were erected during the year at a 
cost of $1 ,079.66. This project was sponsored by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The improved appearance of our street, 
intersections as well as the aid rendered visitors to our City 
marks this enterprise as outstanding. 

As in past years, it was again necessary to hire experi- 
enced outside labor to handle our tree trimming and spray- 
ing problems. The cost of spraying trees amounted to 
$706.95 for labor and material. The purchase price of 
the spraying machine and equipment was $1,180.46. 
The inauguration of this new tree service will ultimately 
prove to be of great value to our city. The prevailing 
trend of making Vermont a resort, state should influence 
our decisions in preserving the shade trees of Rutland. The 
services of a full time tree warden would be a profitable 
investment to the city if finances would so permit. 

The Main Street Park band-stand was painted to pre- 
vent deterioration and an ornamental iron fence was 
erected around the Yankee Division monument to dis- 
courage vandalism. At a cost of $586.09 the park mm 
at all times, maintained in a creditable manner that it 
might leave a favorable impression with tourists. 

The city dump was investigated by Dr. Charles F. Dalton, 
Secretary of the State Board of Health after- complaints 
had been received from many persons living in the vicinity. 
The suggestion of Dr. Dalton has been acted upon and 
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surplus dirt, from our many sewer projects, is being 
drawn to the dump site this winter to be used as a pro- 
tective cover during the summer months. The cost 
of operating the City Dump was SI, 123. 20.

The Water Department is I he only self-sustaining city 
department, tl derives an in ft urn* from the sale of water 
by means of rates based on a schedule and meter system. 
This income is approximately $15,000.00 greater than 
the annual expenditure and is used For other city pur- 
poses in an endeavor to minimize the tax rati'. 

The Wain- Department maintains the watershed, the 
reservoir, the numerous city mains, meters, hydrants, val- 
v ,., and house connections. It also extends the city mains, 
when necessary, to accommodate new buildings ami 
to furnish fire protection in compliance with specifica- 
tions of the New England Fire Insurance Exchange. 

The Rutland City watershed is located in the Towns of 
Mention and Sherburne about I miles easterly from the 
citv The drainage area embraces 23 square miles <il 
which the city owns over 4,000 acres. A systematic 
schedule, of reforestation and selective, cutting, tends to 
make the Municipal Forest a beauty spot while affording 
protection to the source of supply. 

The main reservoir is located, 3.2 miles northeasterly from 
the comer of Woodstock and Belle vuc Avenues, above Glen 
Dam on Mendon Brook. A dam across the brook forces 
the water into a diversion ditch where it is chlorinated 
before being allowed to run into the reservoir. The 
capacity of the main reservoir is 4,200,000 gallons. Du r- 
tag 1939 the department spent $8,920.96 for taxes, care- 
taker's salaries, chlori nation, reservoir and brook cleaning 
and tree planting. 

The average daily consumption of water is 175 gallons 
per capita per 24 hours, under normal conditions, based 
on a population of 17.300. During the week beginning 
My 19th the city suffered from a severe drought and the 
average daily consumption soared to what is believed to 
1 „ an all-time high of 230 gallons per capita.

The largest single item of expense incurred by tic Water 
Department for 1939 was $6,595.81 for repairing and 
relaying house connections. .Mr. JSeiinl-lev, Super- 
intendent of Water, replaced all house connect ions, lying Services 
on the route of the concrete pavement projects, with new 
copper pipe. A total of 108 changes cost the depart- 
ment $2,531.28 due to the Bond Issue coim ru,u em. ll() 
other services were changed to copper pipe and 33 new 
house connections were made. 

There arc 327 hydrants in the city: 307 are located in 
the public streets and 20 are located within the grounds of 
industrial plants. These hydrants not only are used for 
fire protection but also for cleaning the eity mains. During 
i lie summer Kuonj lis each hydrant is "flushed," or hinicd Hydrants 
on and allowed to run for a half hour period, to remove 
any sediment that has collected within the mains. In 
the wilder months each hydrant is periodically tested to 
make certain that il is not frozen and is ready for use in 
the event of fire. 81,9 !0.3o was spent on hydrant repairs 
and Maintenance during the past year. 

A new D.-4-ton pick-up type truck was purchased for the 
use of the department in the spring of 1939 at a cost of 
$615.00. 

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 

The Engineering Department is non-existent in the 
financial structure of our city since I he salaries of the staff 
are pro-rated among the several departments comprising 
Public Works, It is the duty of this department 10 prepare Finance 
all plans, estimates ami specifications, surveys and designs 
in advance of any contemplated work. Field work in 
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Finance 



laying-out, supervising and inspecting of all projects is also 
a duty of this department. The increased work forced 
Duties VP° n the Personnel since the inception of work relief pro- 
jects has been enormous. Although this department is 
working with the most limited engineering staff employ- 
ed by the city since 1927, all work is being kept up to 
date,

The Work Relief projects are divided into three depart- 
ments for accounting purposes.

All other relief projects are financed from General City 
funds by budget appropriation and are designated as 
W. P. A. projects. 

WORK PROJECTS ADMINISTRATION

The city funds referred to in this report include only 
such monies as were administered by the Department of 
Public Works. The appropriation to the department is 
Super- made necessary to furnish work relief during the win ter 
vision months when it is not possible to do concrete work. There 

are numerous other vocational and recreational projects 
operating in the City financed either, by General City 
Funds, or from the Charity Department appropriation. 
These projects are supervised by His Honor the Mayor and 
the Overseer. 

The number of employees assigned to W. P. A. is largest 
during the winter months. On November 29th a total of 
235 men were transferred from the Bond Issue accounts to 
the W, P. A. The number assigned has increased almost 
daily and at present 350 men are employed on our sewer 
Work program. The planning of projects for work relief is 

Schedule worth y of mention as our sanitary sewer system is practi- 
cally complete. Our present plans are to construct storm 
water sewers discharging directly into the brooks and creeks. 
It is felt that this plan will relieve the pressure on the 
sanitary system in the low-lying sections of the city; 
and will save the city the necessity of building an over- 
size sewage disposal plant at some future date. 
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During the winter of 1939 a project was operated in 
Mendon consisting of log crib building, for bank protection, 
and cleaning the stream bed of debris. The city share of 
the expense was $1,010.34. 

13,842 feet of new sewer mains were constructed on 
portions of 20 streets. The greater portion of the pipe 
was 10-inch in size. 

The department spent $2,933.30 to transport men on 

work relief to projects operating in outside towns. This is 
considered to be a profitable solution of our employment 
problem when enough men from the city are assigned to 
the particular project so as to enable the truck to cany its 
full complement. 

W. P. A. CONCRETE ROADS

During the summer months concrete pavements were laid 
on seven streets at a cost of $44,473.28 for actual paving 

operations. The cost by streets is as follows:

The concrete curb and gutter was moved on Spellman 
Terrace to widen the street and the surface was bitumin- 
ous treated at a cost of $616.35. Engrem Avenue was 
paved by the mixed-in-place method using heavy asphalt 
and crushed stone. 

37,503 bags of cement, 3,488 cubic yards of crushed stone, 
-1 ,985 cubic yards of sand, 1 ! ,900 feet of expansion j oint 
and 185,843 pounds of reinforcing steel were used in the 
concrete road construction. A total of 31,968 square 
yards of pavement was laid at a net cost to the city of 
$1.53 a square yard. The cement includes 16,000 bags 
furnished by the Federal Government. 

It is hoped that the public will authorize a Bond Issue 
for the continuance of the road improvement program in 
1940. Many of our older concrete pavements are too narrow 
for present day traffic and many of our arterial highways 
should be concrete paved to facilitate winter travel.

PENSION BOARD 

Net cost to City- $19,433.37 

To the Honorable City Council: 
Gentlemen : 

For the second year of its operation the City of Rutland Pen- 
sion Plan which became effective January 1, 1938 has resulted 
in a net cost to the city of 819,433.37. This figure is ex- 
plained as follows: 

Total Premiums paid to Insurance Company $25,465.69 
Total Benefits paid to Pensioners 1,799.98 
Refunds 10.40 

$27,276.07 

Less total amount of employees contributions 7,842 . 70 
Net Cost $19,433.37 

Since the start of the plan, seven employees have been retired 
on a minimum annual pension ot" $400.00 each. During the past 
two years two of these, John Howard and Kate E. Lamb, have 
died, each after receiving only two monthly benefit payments. 

At the present time there are 172 contributing members, {JO 
from the school department and 82 from the other departments 
of the city. 

Two meetings of the Pension Board have been held for the 
granting of pensions, the issuance of permits to continue employ- 
ment after the voluntary retirement age, and for the transaction 
of other business neeessary to the successful operation of the 
Plan. 

Although 7 employees are now eligible for retirement for 1940 
on the minimum pension of $100.00, it is doubtful whether more 
than 2 of fchia number will be retired in 1940 as all the others, 
health permitting, have been or will be granted permission to 
continue in the service of the city during the coming year. 

The budget requirements for 1940 will be the same as for 1939, 
that is, $20,250.00. 

Our thanks is due to the various City Officials and the City 
Council for their cooperation and assistance during the past year 
as well as to Mr. T. P. Roberts, our City Treasurer, for his assist- 
ance with the insurance details.

fg iht> Honorable City Council: 
Gentlemen: 

1 do hereby submit to you my report as Commissioner of 
Public Safety for the year 1939. 

The personnel of the Fire Department consists of one Chief 
Engineer, one Deputy Chief Engineer, two Captains, sixteen 
permanent men and eight call men. 

411 of the men connected with this department are experienced 
men and great credit should be given Chief Koltouski and Assist- 
ants' in making the department what it is today. U e lost by 
death one of the regular firemen at Station 2, Edward C. Duggan. 

The apparatus consists of one 75 foot American LaFrance 
Aerial ladder truck, two 750 gallon, triple combination trucks, 
one Buffalo quadruple truck With a 750 gallon pump, one Inter- 
na! ional one-ton service truck and a Studebaker sedan. 

All the apparatus is in good condition but Engine No. 2 is 
twenty-one years old, being placed in service m 1919- If there 
is to be a change made in the City Charter, provision should be 
made for a Sinking fund to be set aside each year for the replace- 
ment of fire apparatus. 

The Department responded to 420 alarms during the year as 
follows, 301 telephone, 98 bell, 12 verbal and 9 automatic ther- 
mostat. This is an increase of 26 alarms over 1938, and trie 
greatest number in the history of the City. The Department 
also responded to 22 special service calls ol various nature. 

Fntt Station No. 1 and Equipment 
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The value of property involved was 12,046,71 4. 84. The insur- 
ance carried was SI ,754,680.76 and the loss was $50,655.57. 
There were 47 claims paid by Insurance Companies amounting 
to $2,140.90 to wbicn the Fire Department was not called, 
making a total loss of $52,806.47 for the year. There also was 
the loss of one life at a fire. 

The inventory value of the Fire Department is $71,544.00, a 
eopy of which is on file in the office of the City Treasurer. 

Members of the Fire Department made 755 building inspec- 
tions during the year, which has kept our mercantile district 
fairly free from fires. 

As our number of alarms has increased each year, we find it 
more difficult to make the required number of inspections. It 
takes two men about three weeks to inspect the entire business 
district, and having two men on duty elsewhere than at Head- 
quarters makes it impossible to comply with the Class B regula- 
tions of the National Board of Fire Underwriters which require 
that an operator, capable of testing and manually transmitting 
alarms, shall be on duty at all limes in communities having more 
than 300 alarms per year. 

During the year one new fire alarm box was added. There 
are several fire alarm boxes that have been in service since 1800 
and these should tie replaced with new ones as soon as possible. 
There are six of the original boxes now in service which were 
installed in 1882 or 1883 and these boxes should be replaced at 
once. 
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A drill school was held in May with the Drillmaster from 
Brookline, Massachusetts Fire Department as instructor. All 
regular men attended as well as men from surrounding towns. 

Another training class will be held in February, with an 
instructor from the Massachusetts Department of Education. 
The entire cost being paid From funds obtained by the Inter- 
national Association of Fire Chiefs. 

I woidd recommend that a drill tower for the training; of fire- 
men, be built by the City on the property owned by them at 
the corner of Deer Street and Woodstock Avenue.

Although coming hi to the Charity Department late in the 
year, I am pleased to report as follows: 

The appropriation to the department of Charities and Correc- 
tions was $60,000.00. The department collected $2,536.24 for 
support, of families from other towns, 8461.66 from individuals, 
including Board paid at City Farm; $873.70 from other sources, 
malting a total of 13, Si) J. 60 reimbursements. The gross expense 
amounted to 160,472.26, including payments made for winch 
refunds were obtained, and the net expense was $56,580.66 — 
$3,419.34 remained in Charity Account at close of year and was 
returned to General. 



CHARITY DEPARTMENT COSTS 
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The appropriation for the Hospital account was $12,000.00. 
The gross expense was $14,096.55, with refunds of $2,385,29, 
[easing net expense $11,711.26. $288.74 remained in Hospital 
Account as of close of year. Thus, the Charity and Hospital 
Accounts both remained well within their appropriations.

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Detailed report of Welfare Department expenses appears 
elsewhere in this report. 

The W, P. A. sewing project and the mattress project both 
under efficient supervision are an asset to the City, not onlyin 
salaries of persons employed, but in the lessening of the Charity 
expense. 8,713 garments made at the sewing project were dis- 
tributed to the needy. 

5,501 cords of 4-foot wood were cut by men for their own use. 
Out of every 8 cords that they cut, 3 cords were turned over to 
the City to be used for their dependents. During 1939, 1.464J4 
cords were delivered. 
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A new ruling now in effect is that persons applying for aid are 
required to work out said amount at the City Farm, 

Much needed repairs and improvements at the City Farm have 
been completed. This was accomplished through the cooperation 
of Mayor Carpenter and members of the Board of Aldermen. 

This is a joint report. The former overseer, Welford H. Hand- 
ley having passed away in September. I took office November 
1. 1 wish to express my appreciation to the Mayor for his co- 
operation and the office force for their efficient help.

The Rutland Missionary society sponsors the district nursing 
service of this city. 

Its purpose is manifold : namely, the care of the sick and infirm, 
the welfare of the aged, and the care of children in homes of the 
less fortunate. 

Emergency cases, throughout the year, have been taken care of 
through the generosity and benevolence of interested individuals 
who have contributed clothing and money. 

With funds thus received, medicine, milk, eggs, fruit, and food 
have been purchased. The Red Cross has furnished cod liver 
oil when needed. 

Through the cooperation of the City Charities Department, 
Schools, the Salvation Army, and Churches, Thanksgiving baskets 
were provided for many deserving families. 

At Christmas, gifts of money, clothing, and toys made it 
possible for me to remember seventy-two children. With the 
money, I bought snow-suits, underwear, shoes, over-shoes, stock- 
ings, mittens, sweaters, and toys. Also, each child was given a 
bag of candy.

This is the fourth year in which the City of Rutland and the 
Work Projects Administration have cooperated in a program 
of organized recreation. During the past year the Work 
Projects Administration has paid for the services of four 
full time workers, $2,967.08, while the National Youth 
Administration paid approximately $2,016.00 for ten part 
time workers. 

Due to special events on the playgrounds, the attendance 
during the past summer rose to 675 different children who, at 
least once a week enjoyed the benefits of supervised play on the 
five playgrounds. Since accurate statistics are not available it is 
safe to presume that twice this number of different children 
attended playground activities during some part of the summer. 
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Assuming 675 to be a minimum figure for 15 weeks of playground 
activities a total attendance would be 10,125. 

The Recreation Center on West Street through conducting 
Forums, and classes in dancing, singing, arts and crafts and 
table games as a major part of the activities attracted the atten- 
tion of about 450 different young people and adults weekly. 

Due to new and constant demand it is recommended 
that larger quarters be provided. Summer playgrounds 
should be improved to keep the City of Rutland abreast 
with other Vermont communities. 

The Work Projects Administration and the Rutland Recrea- 
tion Supervisors appreciate the full cooperation of His Honor, 
the Mayor, the Honorable Board of Aldermen and the other City 
officials for their interest in this project.

LEGAL AFFAIRS 



The usual number of opinions on legal and municipal questions 
were requested by various city officials, boards and committees, 
and each request was attendee!. Frequent consultations were held 
with various officials and boards concerning municipal affairs. 
A number of contracts were drawn up on behalf of the City, as 
well as an unusual number of easements. Proceedings for the 
discontinuance of streets within the City, which were brought 
about largely in anticipation of East Creek Project materializing, 
was commenced, and the decisions in those eases are now pend- 
ing. 

A number of ordinances were submitted by me, two of which 
were of major importance. A Pin Ball Ordinance was adopted. 
The former ordinance relating to signs, was amended so that 
now a fee must be paid for any signs on City property. As a 
result of the strict enforcement of the ordinance relating to park- 
ing in the downtown area, several offenders were brought into 
court. In each case the offender entered a plea of guilty and paid 
a fine. 

As in the past, the collection and settling of claims in favor of 
the City required a great deal of attention, particularly tax 
collections. -Many minor actions were instituted and claims 
filed in the State, Probate and Bankruptcy Courts. Actions 
were brought against towns for pauper assistance and against 
individuals for bills and other sums owed to the City. 

No salary or fees in this Department, in excess of the salary 
designated by the City Council, were incurred. 

At this time I wish to acknowledge my sincere gratitude to the 
Mayor and the members of the Board of Aldermen for their 
constant cooperation and kind assistance.

I herewith submit the following report for the year 1939: 

The health department employs a health officer, who also acts 
as plumbing inspector, and a milk inspector. 

Through this department is maintained the control of com- 
municable diseases, inspection services for the maintaining of 
sanitary plumbing facilities, dairies, municipal swimming pool 
and other places of public assemblage.

The City Water was found to be contaminated eight (8) times. 

The Water from the municipal pool was found to be con- 
taminated three (3) times. 

Clinics for immunization against Diphtheria were held in 
public and parochial schools and 308 children immunized. This 
work was done by Doctors Hodsdon, Reedy and Bellerose of the 
Board of Health. 

The Health Officer made and approved of 18 plumbing inspec- 
tions and investigated 15 sanitary complaints. 

As is the case throughout the country, heart disease, cerebral 
hemorrhage and eaneer continue as the leading causes of death 
in this City. 

It is of interest to note that tuberculosis, once the leading 
cause of death in the United States, is now one of the lowest 
causes of death in Rutland.

To the Honorable City Council: 

Collections in delinquent taxes advanced considerably over 
the previous year, approximately 35%. 

The Collection of Delinquent Taxes amounted to $26,- 
952.76, from January I, to December 31, 1939. 

Several tax sales on lots were necessary when the owner could 
not be located or was not interested in paying up the back taxes. 

1,070 Poll aud Old Age Assistance taxes were collected during 
the year covering from 1933 to 1939 inclusive, and a fair per- 
centage are making weekly payments on their accounts. 

Plans are under consideration in respect to the idle Colonial 
Marble Company plant, on Columbian Avenue, back taxes, which 
are under the jurisdiction of the Federal Court at present. 

I believe that the changing of date for payment of Poll and 
Old Age Assistance taxes to July 1, instead of September 1, will 
be a benefit to the city in better collections. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks and appreciation to the 
Mayor, Board of Aldermen, City Attorney, and all department 
heads and assistants, for their aid and cooperation given me at 
all times.
